Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  23rd  annual  public  health  report  for 
tyour  district  for  the  year  1971. 

This  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  Regulation  15  (1)  of  the 
9ublic  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959»  and  complies  with  instructions 
contained  in  Circular  1/72  dated  3rd  January  1972,  from  the  Health  and  Social 
FJork  Department  of  the  Welsh  Office. 

General  Comment. 

This  district  had  an  uneventful  year  from  the  aspect  of  the  occurrence 
cof  notifiable  diseases.  A few  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  were  notified  at 
{the  close  of  the  year.  There  was  only  one  notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosif 
rreceived  which  was  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year  when  three  notifications 
wore  received.  There  was  no  death  assigned  to  any  form  of  tuberculosis  during 
tthe  year.  There  was  no  influenza  epidemic  during  the  year. 

The  representation  of  unfit  houses  continued  during  the  year  and  41 
Iproperties  were  dealt  with  as  individual  unfits  or  in  clearance  areas.  A large 
:compulsory  purchase  order  was  made  in  connection  with  the  proposed  general 
cinprovement  area  in  the  town  centre  and  included  28  unfit  properties  and  12 
tfit  properties.  An  objection  was  received  in  the  case  of  one  fit  property  in 
tthis  order  which  resulted  in  a public  local  inquiry  being  held,  the  result  of 
which  was  not  known  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  year  saw  32  new  units  of 
H.ccommodation  added  to  the  Council's  housing  stock. 

This  was  the  first  full  year's  working  of  the  new  Gwent  Water  Board  as 
suppliers  to  the  town  and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  water  supplied  was 
^adequate.  There  is  no  measurable  naturally  occurring  fluoride  in  these 
supplies.  The  question  of  plumbo-solvency  in  some  of  the  sources  of  the  town's 
rwater  supply  will  need  to  be  carefully  watched  and  further  corrective  action 
■taken  by  the  Water  Board  while  so  many  older  properties  with  lead  water  pipes 
still  exist  in  this  district.  The  Divisional  Engineer  to  the  Board  reports  that 
[experimental  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Bunkers  Springs  in  an  endeavour  to 
creduce  the  natural  acidity  of  the  water  from  this  source.  The  results  so  far 
obtained  indicate  that  a permanent  improvement  may  be  possible  in  the  reduction 
of  the  acidity  and  plumbo-solvency  of  the  water  from  this  source  and  thereby  a 
; general  improvement  to  the  supply  to  Blaenavon  can  be  hoped  for.  Further 
'experimental  work  is  now  planned.  In  view  of  this  plumbo-solvency  problem  at 
'Blaenavon  it  is  advised  that  where  improvement  grants  are  given,  either  on 
individual  houses  or  in  general  improvement  areas,  the  opportunity  be  taken  to 
remove  all  lead  piping  and  replace  it  by  copper  or  plastic  piping  as  a routine.

The  live  births  assigned  to  this  district  for  the  year  totalled  94 
(46  males  and  48  females)  which  showed  a drop  of  20  births  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  There  were  6 illegitimate  births  (2  males  and  4 females) 
recorded  for  the  year  giving  an  illegitimacy  rate  of  6%  as  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  8% 

The  local  adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  for  1971  was  15.2 
as  compared  with  a rate  of  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  natural  increase  (i.e.  births  over  deaths)  for  the  year  was  a 
deficit  of  2?  which  indicates  a further  decline  in  population. 

Stillbirths  for  the  year  totalled  2 (1  male  and  1 female)  and  both 
were  legitimate.  This  figure  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

It  appears  that  some  90%  of  the  district's  births  continue  to  take 
place  in  hospitals. 

The  local  crude  birth  rate  of  13*1  per  1,000  population  can  be 
compared  with  the  rate  of  16.0  (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
year  if  the  local  rate  is  first  adjusted  by  multiplication  with  a comparability 
factor  of  1 .16  to  give  a local  adjusted  rate  of  15.2  per  1,000  population.

The  deaths  assigned  to  this  district  for  1971  totalled  121  (72  males 
and  49  females)  which  was  an  increase  of  1 4 as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  crude  deatl'  rate,  jopr  1,000  population  for  the,  year  was  16.9  which 
reflects  an  increased  deathjover  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  for  the  y_ear  are  shown  allocated  to  the  various  causes  ini 
age  and  sex  groups  in  table  _V. 

The  cancers  claimed  26  deaths  ( 1 6 males  and  10  females)  or  21%  of 
the  total  deaths  for  the  year.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  claimed  4 
deaths  (3  males  and  1 female)  as  compared  with  1 death  (a  female)  in  1970, 

3 deaths  (all  males)  in  1 969  and  3 deaths  in  1968.  This  represents  15%  of 
the  total  cancer  deaths  for  the  year. 

The  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounted  for  74  deaths 
(43  males  and  31  females),  or  6l%  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year. 

The  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (excluding  tuberculosis  and 
cancer)  caused  12  deaths  (8  males  and  4 females),  or  10%  of  the  total  deaths 
for  the  year.  It  is  noted  that  no  deaths  were  assigned  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  was  no  death  assigned  to  childbirth,  pregnancy  or  abortion. 

The  local  crude  death  rate  of  16.9  per  1,000  population  may  be 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.6  (provisional)  if  the  local  crude 
rate  is  multiplied  by  a comparability  factory  of  1.04  to  give  a local 
adjusted  rate  of  17.6.

The  one  infant  death  recorded  during  the  year  referred  to  a male  child 
four  days  old  who  died  as  the  result  of  congenital  defects.  This  death 
occurred  in  hospital.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


The  notifications  of  notifiable  diseases  received  from  general 
practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers  and  chest  physicians  during 
the  year  1 97^  are  listed  in  age  and  sex  groups  in  tables  .XI  and  X1 1 1 . 

It  is  noted  that  nothing  of  any  significance  in  this  regard 
occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year  under  review.  There  were  a 
few  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis  in  school  children  notified 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  and  the  possibility  of  the  occurrence  of 
further  cases  during  the  remainder  of  the  winter  and  spring  months  had 
to  be  considered.  These  cases  were  all  visited  to  ascertain  if  any 
person  affected  had  been  in  hospital  during  the  previous  six  months 
where  they  may  have  received  blood  or  blood  products  as  part  of  their 
treatment.  None  of  the  cases  visited  had  received  any  injections  during 
the  six  months  prior  to  onset.  The  cases  varied  from  slight  to  moderate 
in  the  degree  of  severity  of  the  illness. 

This  is  the  twenty-second  consecutive  year  during  which  no 
notification  of  diphtheria  has  been  received  from  this  district,  and 
such  a satisfactory  state  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  ensure  that 
their  children  are  adequately  protected  by  immunisation.  Full 
provision  exists  in  the  district  for  this  to  be  carried  out. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  Chest  Clinic  serving  this  district  is  situated  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  valley  at  the  Park  Buildings,  Pontypool,  which  is 
some  six  miles  distant.  This  clinic  is  open  on  two  whole  days  each 
week  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

The  services  of  a static  mass  radiography  unit  are  available 
at  the  Clinic,  129  Stow  Hill,  Newport  for  persons  requiring  a 

chest  x ray  and  is  open  daily  from  Monday  to  Friday  (9.0  a.m.  to 
1.0  p.m.  and  2.0  p.m.  to  5.0  p.m.)  with  an  evening  session  on  Thursdays 
from  5.0  p.m,  to  7.0  p.m. 


RESPIRATORY  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  LUNG  CANCER 
DEATHS  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  WALES  - 1971. 


The  provisional  death  rate  per  million  for  England  and  Wales 
for  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  19  as  compared  with  19  for  1970. 

The  death  rate  for  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  per  million 
population  was  630  which  shows  a further  increase  from  the  figure  of 
617  for  1970. 

In  actual  figures  this  means  30,746  deaths  (25 » 137  dales  and 
5,609  females)  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  as  compared  with 
30,218  for  1970.  There  were  925  deaths  (672  males  and  253  females) 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1 97^  as  compared  with  913  deaths  for 
1970.
